Apologising for hia unprcparcdncss, 
owing to tho failure of Davis to de- 
bate, Kric Alii.son empiiaslxeJ tlie 
points made by li:s partner, tiayiiiy 
that without a police force there 
would be no Internal order, so with- 
out any arms there would not be a 
very lasting peace. Leagues of na-

BEATTY S SPEECH 

Attributing the proyre.s.s of 
I'tcGill to its present system of 
iiciministration, E. W. Beatty, 
Ciiancellor of tlie University, 
went on to .show Canatia's need 
of men with college educations 
at the second annual Graduate 
Smoker in the Union last night. 
Mr. Beatty informed the audi- 
ence that hc.had received a let- 
tor from Sir Arthur Curric, 
Principal of McGiil, stating 
that he is feeling very well. 

The speaker went on, telling the 
manner In which tho University is at 
present administrated. SIcOill is at 
present administered by members ot 
tho faculty nnd as a result has reach- 
ed substantial proportions during thn 
last decade. Ono of tho finest things 
.about this University Is tho manner Jn 
which members ot tho faculties scru- 
liniro its arfiiir.-!. 

Protcssiors of tho L'nivcisity havo a 
doublo task. Tliey not only teach the 
student)!, but also mako contacts with 
them, which tend fpr solidarity with- 
in tho Unlvcrslly, 

Students now.idny.'S have found 
tbrm.sclvrs. Over 00 per cent conic to 
tlic university willi the purposo of ob- 
Ininiiig :i higlirr rdiication. They bc- 
lievo th.ll such an education Is essen- 
tial and that it will be .idvantagcous 
lo them. ^'Iiey realize tho value of 
éducation. 

Hive Double Purpo»« 

Universities, according to Jtr. Beat- 
ty, have a ^twofold purpose; They 
provide educational facilities and must 
Jirlng tho crcnm ot academic ability 
to the top. 11 iH only through :i care- 
ful and just administration that these 
purposes can bo brought about in n 
university, 

Tho speaker continued to relate the 
need for young men ot talent by Can- 
ada. Cana'd.x la itself .1 young country 
and <oiiscf|iiciitly needs yoiiiig men of 
talent for the va.H amount of research 
wfiik. McOlU Is doing much In pro- 
ducing sucii men. 

Tho public service In Canada needs 
trained men. Through tho associa- 
tions mndo in irho university, men and 
women nro developed who aro assets 
to thtir country. Such men can help 
and can dignify their country. 
University's Assets 

Tho assets of a university In later 
years are Us present d.iy undcrgr.idii- 
atcs, while Us reputation depends on 
what It Is.àblo to do now and what Its 
undergraduate.") can do In later years.

James Howell, tho father of the 
hi.storlc letter, wa.i shown to be a 
vi-ry human, vi-r.fatilo, and up lo 
date writer at a meeting of thn Kng- 
lifh I.Itoraturo Society hold yesterday 
afternoon in the Arts Building, Ger- 
ald Hunter B.A. delivered a paper on 
the Lifo and Works of James Howell 
after wh!ch Edmund Collard, th- 
presld.Mit of the ."-'o'-i'-ty. conitiientC'! 
on letter-writing in tho pxst century. 

A Welshman. .Tames Howell, gradu- 
ated from Oxford. .Vftcr ho had ob- 
tained hla degree, ho was very uncer- 
inlii .ibniu hi.t future, and became ;i 
Jick-ot-ail-tr.ide!!. During Ills m-lny 
chanscs of occupailoii, he had the op- 
portunttlrs to stiiOy humanity in nil 
Its spheres and varying conditloiif. 
a.mi It !s from these recorded ob.'ior\-a- 
tlotii, Ih.it wo see the .«pirlt ot tin; 
t:me. 

While being in tiie employ of .a cev- 
tain glass house in Kngl.and he wa,« 
sent to Kuropo on business, and t!i:.5 
furnished h'.m with many subjoctji for 
h:s Irttci-s.

Oldest (graduate Tells of 
Athletics Fifty Years Ago 



.\Uiiill ot ISiO was a far diftcrent 
institution from tho University ot to- 
day, according to Mr. Charte» Scriver 
a graduate of ISSO probably tlie bidest 
graduate present at the Smoker last 
night, ïte outlined conditlo.ns in gen- 
eral in his time to the Daily ropro- 
santatlvo in an inten'Iew following 
tho function, laying stress on athletic 
activities. 

When questioned about student ac- 
tivities fifty years ago, Mr. Scriver 
shook his head, saying that such 
things did not exist in his day. How- 
over, as there were probably only 
about five hundred students in at- 
tendance at tho thne, a, man In his 
final year might know moat ot the 
men in tlie college. As now, though, 
medical students wcro little known by 
the resl; of the Unlyerelty.

Dr. E. W. Beatty, speaking at the 
, Annual Smoker of the Montreal Branch 
i of the Graduates' Society, gave it as his 
I opinion that the first'duty of a university 
f is to provide educational facilities and to 
; apply those facilities in such a way as to 
'bring the creani of academic life to 
^the surface. The second task of a univer- 

• sity, the Chancellor continued, is to train 
I men to deal wiili the situations and prob- 
' lems now facing the country and the world 

at large. Culture is to be regai-dcd as a 
! splendid incidental ornament rather than 
' the aim and end of any educational sj-stem 
' which may be worked out in Canada. 

That McGill provides educational fa- 
cilities cannot be disputed; and that these 
opportunities will be increased in value 
Vif not in number is the hope of evei-y gra- 
duate and of everyone connected with the 
' University, But it is doubtful if this, or 
for that matter any other college, really 
^ brings the academic cream to the surface. 
sTîiere are such things as examination 
system.s, and while these are not wholly 

• evil they leave much to be desired. True, 
; the authorities can in a general way sort 
'^ut the sheep from the goats; but as to 

the. true qualities of a great many of the 
I sheep they remain ignorant. It is pos- 

• sible for down-right unintelligent persons 
to retain first class standing throughout 

^ the whole college course. But although 
there are undoubtedly cases where merit 
is overJooked and the cream disregarded, 
matters arc to some extent counterpoised 
by the committees who have finally the 
responsibility of putting the stamp of 
academic worthiness on scholarship can- 
didates. They seldom allow nonentities to 
take the prize, but the system is such that 

f they sometimes, in the .iudgment of out- 
siders, fail to discriminate nicely between 
varying fjualitif.s of merit. 

U^oubtedly the Chancellor is right 
in setting up for an objective in a Cana- 
dian educational system the production of 
men who can grasp our young country's 
jiroblems. The nation needs native sons 
trainetl in her youthful traditions to en- 
gage in research, to go into business, to 
adopt the professions and to aid in her 
development. The great majority of Can- 
adian youth must apply their talents to 
the homely problems which now face us 
and which for many years to come wilî 
continue to influence the Dominion's 

, growth. For the present culture can safe- 
ly be left in the status of an incidental to 

.'.education. There is little need for it to 

; be more. 

I Some few, however, will find the call 
'of life-long academic pursuits more to 
', their liking and will not join those who go 
, out to build the Dominion's material foun- 
j dations. They will carry on scholarly tra- 
. ditions until the mighty works of building 
•' have been compJoted and pioneer days 
I .have gone forever. Then when education 
begins to turn from mere training to possi- 
r bly higher ideals, culture will find its true 
^ emphasis, and we shall begin to see Can- 
; adian Literature and Canadian Art at last.

There are In this /world of ours many p'-opio 
who aro religious. They are adlieronls of one 
sect or another; ilK>y perfnrm liie |irc.M'rll)ed rim- 
ai and follow a .sel of do»;ma,s niid goncnilly rc-ndor 
unto Cod what, thty think, \x the Lord's. Until 
well Inio tho IDth century even tho loiu-ned could 
comfortably believe In a personal God. who. figur- 
atively speaking, was thought to bo 11 gloriricd 
bookkeeper and future Judge. The enormous 
strides ' science look In that century howovcr, In 
making knewn tho hidden and explaining tlio .sup- 
lioeoilly nupcrnatural. bad :in appreciable If not 
deva-itatlng effect on the notion of a pei'sonul God. 
Tho theory of biological evolution even after con- 
sldcrablo modifications, brought into many a 
faithful iieort the baneful seed of doubt. Tho rapUl 
spread of agnosticism and mechanistic thought 
thinned to a considerable extent the ranks of the 
rcllglouR. 

Hut alas! the heart of man even in the -JOth 
century Is full of vanity. He cannot Imagine, 
that he, the present pinnacle of evolution, tho fair- 
est biological flower that Is, will fode away eomo 
day and bo forgotten. Somebody created this 
world, ho maintains, for a purpose for a hlfc-hcr 
purpose naturally); we aro hero fo;- Something. 
Nor do wo dlo and vanish Into nothingness. Kvcn 
though we do not tack on wings and play harps 
we at least partake in that vague thlnfe, the Im- 
mortality of tlio spirit. 

Dr. LIghthall has embodied all these vague 
yearnings for a "Supcrpersonollty" In this present 
book. His thesis Is that this siiperpersonàl' 'en- 
tity or Outer Consciousness is tho directive power 
of terostrial evolution. This Outer Consciousness 
is characterized by alt tho properties of human 
consciousness magnified Indeflnitejy; It also 
smarts under certain limitations. So far, so good. 
Dr. LIghthall has a perfect right, in common with 
everybody else, to express his views and promul- 
gate hli foJth in print. But the matter takes on 
an entirely different aspect when these viewa or 
confessions of faith are put forward as scientific 
hypotheses based on conclusions reached by men 
of silence In their respective fields. . In tlio, con- 
cluding paragraph of his preface Dr. LIghthaU 
maintains that his chief "Conclusions of fact are: 
that life is always and essentially characterized by 
consciousness; that it has always an affective mo- 
tive: that affefcUve feeling- (pleasure and pain) 
is tho sole comprehensible ba.sls of value: that the 
whole evolution of life is one conscious, willing 
process: that the beginning of terrestrial life af- 
ford a key to Interpretation of the outer universe: 
that dircctlvlly I.-î a scientific fact. " 

I have read the book to the very end .nii<l .iJI 
I could find was that most of Dr. Lighthall's 
"conclusions" aro either axiomatic statements or 
suppositions. It would take ' considerable space 
and would not serve very much purpose to eo 
into detailed discussion of the v.arloua "scientific' 
proofs deduced by D.-. LIghthall. I shall there- 
fore, restrict myself to a few quotations from the 
book in order to show tho manner pursued and 
tlie methods of reasoning employed in this sup- 
posedly scientific book. 

"Wo havo reason for expecting consciouMiosu 
In the outer universe because the fact that we aro 
able to perceive and think about contents of it 
show that there ia aome kind of Identity betw^ecn 
th« object and my perception of it." 

"....Is it not obvious that all these joys brouglit 
to ug by the outer universe are in exactly the same 
position as those brought to us by the terrestrial 
outward consciousness, — such as tho beauty of 
iris flower8....in that they aro too wide-spread to 
b« intended for men alone. They are even far too 
wide for the whole protoplasmic race alone. Hence, 
they raise a presumption that there is a bénéfi- 
cient consciousness, In the outer universe, and wide- 
spread benefitted consciousness as well." 

"And the terrcetriol Person of Evolution thrills 
constant messasea jto its nelglibora acresa tho 
Ether, sub-persohs in a Greater Person." 

jVfter wading through many similar streams 
of thought we come at last to tho realization that 
Dr. Llffhthaira Person of Evolution is nothing more 
nor loss than Bplnoza'a Qod seen sub specie evo- 
lutionis with a dash, of old Jehova all ready made' 
for tho consumption of those people who are con- 
gonltally religious and aro afraid to say xo.

Howell sat down under a tree to eat 
when ho was beset by., wolves. This 
brought the followlnir story to his 
mind. Sir Thomas Fitlrfax was once 
in tiio same position when he had sat 
down to eat In the woods on ills way 
homo to England, Wlien he sa,w the 
wolves approaching he throw them all 
tho bread and cheese lie liad. So that 
wlien-tliey camo close he had no way 
of defending himself. Suddenly, he 
picked up his bagpipes and began to 
play and away went the wolves. When 
he saw this, he exclaimed, "Had I 
known this before they would have 
liad their music before their meal." 
Worked in Priton 

Howell, like Bunyan and Defoe 
wrote his best work In prison. In 
1642 lie was condemned as a Royal 
'spy and-put In Fleet Street Prison for 
e'ght years. This aJIowcd hifn plenty 
of lime for his literary activities. 
Howell had the ability to expand let- 
ters Into essays Just as Moicaulay had 
that faculty for expanding reviews in- 
to essays, according to Hunter,

scliool of (conoiuli's ami political sci- 
rnce. .She was on tho campus yester- 
day lo confer with students interested 
in social work as a vocation. 

•Miss Creech observed social welfare 
Work ill i:ngland, conferred with lead- 
"^i-i in the social work field and travel- 
ed in I''rance, Ccrniany, Italy, Holland, 
ICiigland and i^cotlund. Her trip had a 
threefold purpose — study, travel, and 
observation. 

"The .social work training in Eng- 
land is more theoretical, with less em- 



phasis on the practical and technical 
than In America. 1'licrc is more pub- 
lic than private welfare there, also. 
The English iirc overwhelmed at some 
of our problems with whicli they do not 
h.-.vc to contend, such as iinnilgration, 
race problcm.s, negro problems and 
prohibition. 

•"I'liero aro many volunteer wôrkers 
of the lel.sure class In England :is well 
a.i the iiroti'.-i.'iiiinal workers. One 
child welfare organization has 'O.OUO 
volunteer triihicd workers. Some es- 
pecially good work In child welfare is 
donc In England."
